ef motor vehicles, 

Telegraphic information from the 
board's headquarters said the car, a 
Nash coupe, was registered under Mrs. 


Pope's name and the Motor Car Loan 
company, of Los Angeles, indicating 
that the company had a mortgage on 
it. The state board reported that the 


car originally had been the property 
of Miss Norida but had been trans- 


ferred to Mrs. Pope. 


Car’s Recovery Planned. 

Thomas Howell Scott, receiver for 
Carnes holdings, already has announc- 
ed that he will take legal steps to re- 
cover the car, dispose of it and turn 
over the proceeds to the missoin board 
to assist in making good the losses the 
board suffered through Carnes. 

Meanwhile, the defaulting treasurer 
is in the Fulton county tower awalit- 
ing trial on three embezzlement indict- 
ments, with a number of other indict- 
ments expected to be returned against 
him. Further consideration of his 
ease by the grand. jury which was 
set for Tuesday was postponed by So- 
licitor General John A. Boykin. “We 
were not quite ready to present the 
other Carnes evidence and I do not 
want any faulty indictments,” Mr. 
Boykin said, adding that he believed it 


better “to be safe than sorry.” 


It was revealed Tuesday that Wal- 
ter R. Brown, attorney and leading 
Baptist laynutan, had amended a previ- 
ous suit to conserve the assets of the 
board. The amendment named Dr. B. 
D. Gray, acting board treasurer; Dr. 
A. J. Barton, office secretary of the 
Phoenix Realty company; H. M. Wil- 
let and Solicitor General Boykin as 
co-defendants. 

‘Faulty Investigation Charged. 


In the suit Mr. Brown charges that 
Dr. Gray, Dr. Barton and Mr. Willet 
berrowed money from various of 
Carnes’ companies “without sufficient- 
lv checking” on Carnes, asserting that 
they should have learned upon investi- 
gation that Carnes could not have 
joaned the money. The loan of Dr. 
Barton already has been repaid and 
Dr. Gray has property valued at more 
than $10,000 up for a loan of $5,000. 

In connection with the suit Mr. 
Willet Tuesday issued the following 
statement: 

“Several years ago I negotiated a 
loan through Mr. Carnes, supposedly 
from a Boston estate Carnes said he 
represented. 

“During my absence from the city 
on vacation this summer Carnes dis- 
appeared. On my return I was in- 
formed by Thomas Hovell Scott, 
farnes’ co-receiver, that the Phoenix 
Realty company (a Carnes company) 
held my note. 

“The note has been paid in full, 
with interest. I never was personally 
indebted to Mr. Carnes, The trans- 
ection is closed.” 

Dr. Gray Tuesday stated that he 
had obtaired a loan from a mortgage 
company with which Carnes had been 
associated, giving a first mortgage for 
the loan. “This mortgage was canceled 
two years ago and the loan paid in 
full at that time,” Dr. Gray said. “The 
mortgage was a matter of public rec- 
ord in the Fulton county courthouse.”

Falling Barometer Serves 
To Keep Dr. Eckener on 
Ground; May Start 
Sometime Today. 


Friedrichshafen, Germany, October 
9.—(?)—An exceptionally unfavor- 
able weather forecast today caused 
postponement of the start of the 
trans-Atlantic voyage of the Graf Zep- 
pelin, which had been set tentative- 
ly for tomorrow morning. Dr. Hugh 
Eckener, who is to pilot the big dir- 
ivible, said, however, that he might be 
able to get away tomorrow -after- 


noon, 

A steadily falling barometer, 
coupled with a noticeable rise in tem- 
perature made conditions which Dr. 
Eckener said it would be insane to 
try to overcome, 

Dirty Weather Ahead, 

“There is a dirty weather hole right 
here which we would have difficulty 
in getting out of,” he explained, point- 
ing to the Friedrichshafen section of 
the map. “And we would have a still 
more difficult time getting out of an- 
other dirty hole on the course, which 
I have constantly in mind.” 

Dr. Eckener and other officers of 
the ship have said frequently that 
their course would not be decided defi- 
nitely until the dirigible is in the air. 

This sleepy town has gradually 
changed until today it was seething 
like a small metropolis, but it is be- 
coming more difficult daily to get past 
the guards around the airship. 

Ship Is Ready. 

The last complete overhauling of the 
ship was finished today. Supplies 
were checked up and the water bal- 
last tanks. were replenished. Stores 
of victuals were put aboard as was 
the baggage of the passengers limited 
to 55 pounds each, 

Only one addition remains to be 
made to the personnel of the ship. 
A. meteorologist is yet to be chosen. 
It was definitely announced that 
Lieutenant Commander Charles E. 
Rosendahl, U. 8. N., commander of 
the dirigible Los Angeles, would be 
aboard. So will Colonel Herrera, of 
the Spanish-South American Airship 
company, a concern whiah is thought 
to be considering the purchase of the 
big dirigible for regular freight and 
passenger traffic between Spain and 
Brazil. 


HICKMAN COUNSEL 
ABANDONS APPEAL 


After Five Justices Re- 
fuse Hearing, Walsh 
Gives Up Hope of Stop- 
ping Execution. 


Washington, October 9.—(/)—Ef- 
forts to obtain from a justice of the 
supreme court an appeal for William 
Edward Hickman at Los Angeles, 
under sentence of death for the mur- 
der of Marian Parker, were aban- 
doned here today after counsel] for 
Hickman had vainly urged Justices 
Butler and Holmes to permit the case 
to be brought up. 

Efforts will be made to obtain a 
commutation of sentence from the gov- 
ernor of California as the last hope 
of saving the life of Hickman, whose 
execution date is October 19. 
his associate, Richard H. Cantillon, 
of Los Angeles, Hickman’s counsel, 
will leave Washington this afternoon. 
They have sent a telegram to the 
governor of California asking for a 
hearing. 

“TI feel that my associate and my- 
self have done all possible for our 
client and we have exhausted every 
possible legal remedy,” said Walsh. 
“We will now urge the governor to 
commute the sentence.” 

Walsh yesterday interviewed Jus- 
tices Van Devanter, Brandeis and 
Sutherland, urging each to grant him 
an appeal, insisting that Hickman had 
not received a fair trial. 


Today he and his associate called 
upon Justice Butler but found him as 
unwilling as the other justices to bring 
up the case. Failing in an appoint- 
ment to see Justice Stone, Walsh and 
Cantillon put the case before Justice 
Holmes, who also refused to interfere.

New York, October 9.—(United 

News.)—Governor Alfred E. Smith 
cocked his feet up on the table of 
what he calls his “lucky headquar- 
ters” here tonight and smoked a round 
of cigurs in conference with his cam- 
paign leaders, threshing out details of 
his southern trip. 

The governor arrived here from Al- 
bany at 4:30 p. m., and went imme- 
diately to his hotel suite. He would 
not go anywhere else. 

“I never lost a campaign there but 


1 once; that’s my lucky headquarters,” 


he said, as he lifted his brown derby 
from his perspiring head to wipe his 


face. He called in John G. Raskob, 
his campaign manager; Franklin 
Roosevelt, his democratic nominee for 
governor, and a few other friends. 

They discussed the New York state 
situation which they believe has been 
cleared up immeasurably from their 
standpoint by the nomination of 
Roosevelt and they talked over the 
exigencies to be met when Smith 
leaves here at 11 p. m., Wednesday 
to visit four cities in North Caro- 
lina Thursday, two in Tennessee Fri- 
day, and one in Kentucky Saturday. 

12 More Speeches. 

Smith announced before the con- 
ferences began that he intended to 
answer republican attacks upon his 
tariff policy and deal with foreign 
relations in detail in two of the 12 
speeches he expects to make between 
now and election day. - 

“When I speak on tariff, Ill 
straighten out all this nonsense be- 
ing put ont by Senator Curtis and 
others,” the “goeternor said -when he 
was asked for comment about Curtis’ 
speech, (Curtis demanded the resigna- 
tion of Raskob on the ground that 
the resignation was promised if Ras- 
koh could be shown that Smith had 
indorsed the Underwood tariff bill.) 

“I don’t think Raskob will do 
that,” Smith said with a twinkle in 
his eye. “And I don’t think Senator 
Curtis has read my speeches or he 
wouldn’t have said what he did.” 

When asked about the Muscle 
Shoals statement issued by his oppo- 
nent, Herbert Hoover, the democratic 
nominee said he had not read the 
newspapers dttring the day. He said he 
understood that the republicans would 
never stand for government control 
of power resources, 


Raps Power Stand. 


“That's the important thing as I see 
it.” Smith said. “The republican 
in this state never advocated 
sale of the St. Lawrence river but 
they did think seriously about leasing 
it for fifty years, until I told the 
people of New York about what they 
were trying to do. They only quit 
when they saw the overwhelming sen- 
timent of the state was against such 
a thing.” 

Roosevelt announced after his con- 
ference with Smith that he would cam- 
paign for the national as well as the 
state ticket in New York. 

“I don’t want to get the campaigns 
mixed up and I do not intend to join 
them,” he said, “so I guess there will 
have to be two sections to all my 
speeches, one about the national ticket 
and one about the state ticket. I 
don’t want to be elected governor on 
national issues.” 

The governor and the candidate for 
governor reminisced about’ the politi- 
cal experiences, Roosevelt recalling 
that he stumped the state as early 
as 1914 while Smith said he had cam- 
paigned “every two years since 1918,” 

Smith will have a large party when 
he starts south, the largest he has 
had in the campaign. Even the fam- 
ily group will be larger... Besides 
Mrs. Smith, he will be accompanied 
by two dayghters, Mrs. John 
Warner and Mrs. Francis J.

Appeal for Red Cross aid reached 
disaster headquarters here from the 
Orlando Red Cross chapter, which 
stated that need for assistance cen- 
tered near Oxford and Polk City and 
that flood waters from the Withla- 
eoochee and Chittychatty rivers 
threatened destruction of the bean crop 
in a rich farming country of the af- 
fected counties. The main highway 
has been made impassable and water 
from 15 inches to four feet in depth 
covers a wide area, the report said. 

Meanwhile A. L. Schaefer, disaster 
relief director, returning today from 
Lake Okeechobee, where he went to 
survey flood conditions, declared that 
waters continued to rise, menacing 
the relief operations and submerging 
additional acres of rich muck lands. 

The lake inundation, he said, has 
spread from the southern regions of 
the Everglades to Clewiston and 


Moorehaven on the western shore and 
around the eastern rim up to Okeecho- 
bee City at the extreem northern edge 
of the lake. The waters have backed

me for the prolongation of the con- 
troversy.” 

After quoting the democratic plat- 
form on water power, Senator Robin- 
son added that its sole purpose was to 
preserve the rights of the public. 

“Governor Smith at Denver made 
clear his interpretation of this provi- 
sion of the platform,” the vice presi- 
dential nominee asserted.

New York, October 9.—(/)—Re- 
ports of a massacre of 200,000 per- 
sons by fanatic Moslems in Kansu 
province, China, were received today 
by Dr. 8S. Parkes Cadman, chairman 
of the China famine relief organiza- 
tion in New York city, in a letter 
from Leighton P. Rand, China inland 
mission, at Lanchowfu, Kansu. 

Rand, who is foreign member of the 


Kansu famine relief committee, ap- 
pealed to Dr. Cadman to include this 
province in the organization's work of 
Christian charity. 

The letter told of the privations 
and miseries of the inhabitants, and 
of the earthquake that killed 35,000 
last year and reduced 100,000 to pov- 
erty, which Rand said had been fol- 
lowed by a succession of calamities. 

“The most tragic touch,” he wrote 
Dr. Cadman, “has been added by the 
insurrection of the Moslems, who form 
a third of the population of the 
province. Though starting in the ap- 
pearence here and there of unorgan- 
ized robber bands, it has spread like 
wild fire and has now become just 
such a Mohammedan rebellion as has 
on several previous occasions in the 
past century laid waste the province 
and decimated its population.

Republicans Worried. 

That largely is the Smith, or anti- 
oover side of the picture, but the 
whole canvas is not at all unpleasant 
to the eyes of republican managers, 
beset though they are with internal 
troubles. They frankly admit that 


but they declare that the wave of 
sentiment for Governor Smith reached 
its peak with his Milwaukee address 
and now is receding. They have na 
illusions about the strength to be giv- 
en to Hoover. 

Dating back to the supremacy held 
by the late Senator LaFollette, the 
republican party in this state always 
has fought itself, the LaFollette wing 
against the other elements. The hotel 
sign is evidence that the fight goes 
on. It just happens that Governor 
Smith is the happy beneficiary, for 
the faction helping him is not so de- 
termined to elect Smith as it is eager 
to defeat Hoover. 

LaFollette Neutral. 

The solidity of the movement 
against Hoover awaits some clarifica- 
tion. Young Bob LaFollette, who sue- 
ceeded his father in the senate and 
who shares the faction’s leadership 
with Senator Blaine, stands aloof be 
tween Hoover and Smith despite pres- 
sure from both sides. Blaine has pub- 
licly announced his inability to sup- 
port Hoover and has said he had no 
doubt that many of his friends would 
support Smith, but he has not defi- 
nitely pledged himself to the New 
Yorker. 

Since LaFollette pulled the party's 
hair at the Kansas City convention 
by offering his own minority plat- 
form, he has returned home to easily 
win renomination without once rec- 
ommending Mr.- Hoover to his sup- 
porters. Although his victory was 
without difficulty, LaFollette saw the 
gubernatorial candidate indorsed by 
him, Representative J. D. Beck, go 
down to defeat, a rare happening te 


the LaFollette forces. Walter J. 
Kohler, the manufacturer, won the 
republican nomination, apparently 


with some support from the LaFollette 
faction. Just now both loser and win- 
ner are busy with efforts to find some

irregularity in the personal expendi- 
tures of the other. 
LaFollette Has Walkover. 

Another engaging item is the faet 
that progressive headquarters here are 
under the guidance of Frank Kuebl. 
former private secretary to Blaine 
when he was governor, and now on 
leaye of absence as assistant state at- 
corney general, while LaFollette s own 
headquarters are around the corner in 
another building. LaFollette now has 
no opposition, his democratic oppo- 
nent, M. K. Reilly, having withdrawn. 

It is to the more than 700,000 Ger-

The ambulances were tested and a 
number of hospital cots were held 
in readiness for a quick eall..

New York, October 9.—()—The 
stock market turned abruptly upward 
today after an early period of irregu- 
larity. Selling, based on the theory 
that the te-hnical position of many 
stocks had been weakened by the re; 


cent advance and that a downward 
readjustment was necessary, carried 
scores of issues down 2 to 5 points 
in the early trading, and some even 
more. 

Although pools had bid up a few 
specialties to new high recerds dur- 
ing the morning, the big buyitig move- 
ment did not get under way until 
midafternoon when motors, steels, cop- 
pers and specialties were bought in 
enormous volume at rising prices. 
Trading, which had shown a tendency 
to fall off on the decline, picked up 
considerably on the rally. 

Money Seen Plentiful. 


The afternoon recovery was aided 
by the widespread circulation of a 
recent interview between Juhu F.. Har- 
ris, well known broker, and Reginald 
MeKenna, chairman of the Midland 
bank, in which the British banker was 
quoted as saying that the United 
States was entering into a period of 
prosperity comparable only to that 
which England enjoyed after the Na- 
poleonic wars. Mr. McKenna expressed 
the opinion that money would be in 
abundant supply before long and that 
the Bank of England could easily 
spare $100,000,000 in gold. 

Motor shares, which have run into 
heavy:selling since the publication of 
the bearish statement by John J. Ras- 
kob last week, were in. the forefront 
of the rally. General Motors rallied 
from an early low of 208 5-5 to 
215 1-2, up 4 1-2 points net. Hudson, 
in which a huge pool was organized 
last week, closed 3 3-4 points higher 
at 95. Chrysler made up most of an 
early loss of 4 points. Peerless Motor 
advanced nearly 4 points. 

Allied Chemical Up. 

Allied Chemical, directors of 
which are reported to be considering a 
stock split-up, climbed 8 1-2 points 
to a new high at 223 and then eased 
to 221 1-2. City Stores “B” soared 
10 1-2 points to 98 and a number of 
others closed 3 to 7 points higher. 

Unconfirmed rumors of a further 
advance in copper brought fresh buy- 
ing into the red mefal shares. 

New high prices were recorded by 
Best & Co, General Ice Cream, Com- 
mercial Investment Trust and Victor 
Talking Machine. 

There were several soft spots. Cush- 
man’s broke 14 points and rallied 1. 
American Agricultural Chemical pre- 
ferred, Burroughs Adding Machine, 
Detroit Edison, Kelly-Springfield pre- 
ferred issues, Midland Steel Products 
preferred, and Sloss Sheffield showed 
net declines of 3 points or more, but 
the turnover in most cases was small. 

Call Money Steady. 

Credit conditions were easier. Call 
money held steady at 6 1-2 per cent 
all day but “eutside loans” were ar- 
ranged as low as 6 per cent. Time 
money was 7 to 7 1-8 instead of 
7 1-4. Prime commercial paper was 
unchanged, 

Foreign exchanges moved within 
narrow and irregular limits, with ster- 
ry Spey slightly firmer just above 


Commodity markets were reaction- 


ary. Cotton fell back about $1 a bale}, 


after an early rally, and wheat fu- 
tures closed fractionally lower. Cof- 
fee and sugar quotations eased slight- 
y.
